This building has its 
ovm radio station and. a tall radio nast was. installed thpre in December 
1950 « jFhe walls of the headquarters-building offices are covered with .maps* 
Lost of : the naps wore covered by curtains at the time of observation, but 
those wpich could be seen were , of Europe and the Baltic area* fiany soldiers 
were observed on the streets of Palanga , some wearing red-and-green rec-

were observed at intervals along the entire coastal stretch, some of which 
were mounted. 

51 On the beach about 1*5 kilometers south of the Palanga bridge there was 
a drum about 5 x 12. meters in size* a small guard hut had been built 
beside the drum, and few civilians were observed in the area* The large 
grurn may have boon a fuel drum, to be installed as a depot, a salvage pen- 
top n which had vmshed ashore, or u storage drum for oil to be spread on

6* The Palftrga-Xlaipeda highway has recently boon rebuilt and is now a wide. 
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asphalt— surfaced road in good condition* A railway line crosses the high^ 
way at ore point and a. bridge is just being completed which will carry the 
railway tracks above the road* nt the entrance to Klaipeda a guarded boon 
across tfse road protects the approach to the town* The countryside along 
the highway is desolate, with only an occasional dilapidated farm* There

8* The soutjh side of the canal from Baltiisk (54-&0N, 19-54®) to Peyse (54-4114 
a 0 - 05 ^) is reinforced with piling which extends about 1,5 meters above 
water level, but there is no reinforcement ' on the north side* The channel 
is free of wreckage, but several wrecked ships have been hauled over to ths 
edge of ths channel and in some places pulled up on the shore* In Pays a 
harbor there is a heap of wrecked ships and barges which have apparently 
been hauled here and piled up by large cranes* On the north side of the 
channel there are occasional docks for small craft, and at one point a float- 
ing crane, vdth a ship, was observed* The only other vessels observed were 
a few barges and two trawlers on the way into the harbor, and two patrol 
boats, flying green f lags > near Peyse* The canal should now be navigable for 
ships up to 10,000 tons « 
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
